Bennett's"New ldeas" on Bilingual Ed 
Are Actually Cruel and Long Discredited 


The Reagan administration is once again trying to do what it 
has not been able to do through Congress: it wants to gut and 
violate the existing federal bilingual education laws.，The latest 
political assault on the Bilingual Education Act came in an 
announcement made recently by Education Secretary William 本 
Bennett when he traveled to New York with his entourage of 
reporters. 


According to him，the administration blans to deregulate 
federal bilingual education programs to give 1local school 
districts more flexibility and autonomy in deciding how to teach 
Students who are not fluent in English，because federal policies 
in this area have become "confused as to purpose and over- 
bearing as to means.” In other words，he wants to encourage 
instruction in a language other than a non-English-speaking 
student's native language. 


Last year the administration tried to do it，Congress，however， 
stopped it and allowed only 4 percent of the annual $139 million 
bilingual education budget for local "alternative programs."” 
What Secretary Bennett called his "new ideas" -- raising this 
amount to 100 percent next year -- are hardly new， In fact，if 
he has his way，1local school districts receiving federal bilingual 
funds would be permitted to return to the old "Sink-or-swimy 
methnod，declared illegal and discriminatory by the US Supreme 
Court in the Lau vs. Nichols decision in 1974. 


Bilingual educators in this country are among the Strongest 
advocates of making students fluent in English as qtickly as 
pedagogically possible.， That's why the English as a Second 
Language (ESL) method，which the Secretary has apparently 
just discovered，is an indispensable component in all federal 
bilingual programs. 


Secretary Bennett"s So-called "new ideas" are in fact long 
discredited ideas，cruel to _ those non-English-speaking school- 
children desperately trying to master the English language，and 
confusing to their anxious parents， Worse yet， he is engaging in 
a demagogic campaign to usSe the Small federal bilingual con- 
tribution，which California Superintendent Bill Honig aptly 
called "peanuts," to incite racial antagonism，to disrupt and 
reduce ongoing，larger local and state bilingual efforts，and to 
bring back the kind of educational programs the US Supreme 
Court had characterized as "a mockery of public education" in 
the Lau decision.

1-Hotel Exempt from 
Downtown Plan Cap

SAN ERANCISCO - The 
I-Hotel Citizen Advisory 
Committee recently extended 
its appreciation to Supervisor 
Nancy Walker and eight other 
Supervisors for introducing 
and Supporting an amendment 
to0 exempt the I-Hotel/Pan 
Magna Project from the 
competition for square footage 
under the Downtown Plan?s 
office development cap (E/W 
7/24). 

According to the amended 
plan，the Pan Magna Project 
fals under a _ category which 
is exempt from the 950,000 sq. 
ft. annual cap on office 
development. 

The category refers to any 
mixed residential-commercial 
development that is assisted 
by Community Development 
Block Grant funds，in which 
all of the housing units shall 
be affordable to 1low-income 
households for a minimum of 
40 years，and for which an 
environmental review 
application and a site permit 
application have been filed 
prior to Oct. 17，the effective 
date :ofethe amendecd 
Dowantown Plan 

In a letter to Supervisor 
Nancy Walker，who introduced 
the amendment，Dr. Rolland 
Lowe， chairperson of the 
advisory committee，wrote: 
"Over the years，this project 


has taken its toll on our 
community，and has become a 
Symbol of the desperate need 
for low income housing for 
Senior citizens..We wish to 
thank you for advocating our 
community”s continuing need 
for the 140 housing units that 
will be provided by this 
Project. 

Lowe also wrote to Toby 
Rosenblatt，president Of the 
City Planning Commission， 
asking that once the project is 
finalized and approved by the 
commission，"it be allowed to 
begin construction without 
further delay." 

According to a Staff member 
of the Department of City 
Planning，some changes on the 
current project proposal may 
need to be made before the 
project can be finalized and 
approved by the planning 
commission and the board of 
Supervisors， One change is 
that the project height needs 
to be adjusted to avoid casting 
shadows on nearby Portsmouth 
Square. 

On the other hand，the two 
Sites for the project may 
need to be' rezoned，she said. 
One is the original I-Hotel 
site，which is on the National 
Register of Historic Places; 
the other，with the Columbo 
Building， has been 
recommended for city 
landmark status. 


According to Rosalyn 开 oo， 
president of the Pineview 
Housing Corporation， the 
extension period 
originally set for 5S5$0 days， 
Starting from Sept. 1，but was 
later changed to 61 days， 
extending to Oct，31. The 61 
days include 30 days for 
identifying a new site, and the 
rest for Securing the Site.

工 he Processlon of delegates to the trumpet fanfare was hlghlighted by 
the entry of Bishops resplendent in their bright red robes. 

The women of the church presented thelr Unlted Thank Offerings of 
$2.8 million to the Presliding Bishop, John Allin. A representative from 
each Dilocese came Up to present her offtering, and the collection from 
the openlng service, totaling $23,000，was added. 

Each day began with a 7 am Eucharist and featured diverse forms of 
worship. [enjoyed the Spanlsh servlce whlch Included a brass band and 
was celebrated bv Bishops from Ecuador Guatemala,， Puerto Rico and 
Northern Mexlico. [Ialso had the privllege of meeting the frst Hispanilc 
woman priest from Puerto Rico， Nda Anaya.“Qliving Hope to the 
Hungry”was the theme of the servlce given by the Presiding Bishop':s 
Eund ftor World Reliet， The Youth Eucharlist was highlighted by 
rainbow-colored banners and liturglcal dance with the audience partici- 
paung in hand-clappling and body movements. The Aslian Minlstry 
Eucharist included lessons and prayers In various Aslan languages and 
a Sermon by the frst Chinese American ordained woman，the Rev. 
Frances Yee Toy of Oakland. 

The leglslatlve Sessions of the Convention dealt with disinvestment of 
Stocks with companles doing business in South Africa with Special 
prayers daily tor Bishop Desmond TIutu, a close friend of many, for his 
diligent efforts on behalf of the blacks in South Africa. Other issues 
included Japanese redress, Incluslive language, peace, hunger, abortion， 
evangelism, and church unlty. 

On the third day，The Rt. Rev， Edmund Browning，Bishop of 
Hawall, was elected over three other candidates to be Presiding Bishop. 
Browning has been In Hawall tor elght years，has served as Bishop of 
Okinawa, and has been on the staff at the church headquarters.

LOS ANGELES - The film 
YEKL Shimoda: AsSsian 
American Actor" was four 
years in the making. In 
Hollywood, that would be time 
enough to make a blockbuster 
amd follow it up with a seqtel， 
for the non-profit，LA-based 
Visual Communications (VC)， 
it took that long to do a 
modestly-budgeted retrospec- 
tive Of one man'"s career. 
Originally conceived as a 
written 1life history by an- 
thropologists Akemi Kikumura 
and 上 Karen Ishizuka，the 
Shimoda story evolved into a 
documentary film project. 
Susanna Baird，a friend of 
Shimoda'”s from his perform- 
ming days in New York，pro- 
vided the initial funding that 
allowed VC to film an inter- 
view with Shimoda shortly 
before his death from cancer 
in May, 198l, at the age of 59. 
The interview became the 
core of a film that included 
photos of Shimoda's early 
Career,，lnterviewSs with friends 
and colleagues，and scenes 
from his TV and film per- 
formances. The main obstacles 
to compjietion of the docu- 
mentary，say filmmakers John 


Esaki. and Amy Kato， 
funding and film clips.

OUTREACH 


"The way things worked 
out,”SaySs ESsakli，"there didnt 
end up to be any federal 
funding left over to do that 
film，so we pretty much had 
to raise all the money through 
community Outreach." 

Kato believes that the 
Shimoda film "is the only film 
at VC that has been solely 
community-funded.” 

Getting people to donate 
wasn't hard. "Everybody knew 
Yuki from his work -- he had 
made a lot of friends all over," 
Says Esaki. Many of the dona- 
tions came- from the JACL 
(the Japanese American Citi- 
zen'"s League) -- the Henry and 
Chiyo 开 uwahara Memorial 
Fund， Pacific Southwest 
District Council Trust Fund， 
and various local chapters. 

But because funding came in 
bits and pieces，not in one 
lump Sum，broduction had to 
follow the same pattern.， "We 
were working on and off," 
recalls ESsaki.

GUILD DONATION 


The 9$10,000 donation that 
allowed the film to be com- 
pleted came from the Screen 
Actors Guild (SAG). After VC 
made its initial pitch to SAG'S 
Ethnic Employment Opportun- 
ities Committee，the ensuing 
procesSs -- approval by the 
various SAG chapters， a 
decision by the national SAG 
board，and So on -- lasted 
nearly twoO yearsS. 

The total budget of the film 
-- aboout $30,000 -- "is really 
cheap for a documentary,"”ac- 
according to Esaki，who says 
such flims generally run from 
$90,000-$120,000. 

Obtaining scenes from mo- 
vies and TV shows in which 
Shimoda appeared proved no 
easy task. "Whenever yoU 
obtain a_ clip from a studio， 
you pay a _ certain amount of 
money for the rights to Use it 
in another medium,” explains 
Kato. Because we can't pay 
the re8gular rate of $3,000- 
4,000 for each clip，we had to 
write to them，explain(ing) 
what the film is about，(and 
asking them to) waive their 
CostSs.” 


BEST WORK 


Scenes from the 1976 TV 
movie "Farewell to Manzanar" 
in which Shimoda thought he 
did his best work，were an 
absolute must.， After per- 
mission was obtained from 
Universal Television to use 
excerpts from the movie -- a 
Process which took several 
months -- clearance was 
needed from the Screen Actors 
Guild and the American 
Federation of Musicians. 

Referring to a scene in 
which Shimoda，portraying an 
Isseil (first generation 
Japanese American)， emerges 
from a bus to be reunited with 
his family at Manzanar after 
being detained by the FEBL， 
Kato Says that SAG gave its 
permission on the_ condition 
that VC "locate every Single 
actor that's in that scene and 
get an okay from them." 
Because Some of the child 
actors had Since gone into 
noOn-acting careerSs， locating 
them was another time- 
conSsumling task. 

Then the musician'"s union 
wanted payment to every 
musician who played on the 
Soundtrack of the clip,” adds 
Esaki. "The bus Scene was just 
a Single flute，but the Scene at 
the end was this .huge orches- 
tral Score.” After repbeated 
requests and a visit to the 
union'"s New York office，per- 
mission was finally granted， 
culminating a two-year quest.
